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DECISION 


Applicant's "Request for Entry and Consideration of Request for Reconsideration of 
Earlier Filed Petition Under 37 CFR 1 .137(b)" filed via facsimile on 25 October 2004 is 
hereby GRANTED as follows: 


Petition Originally Filed 13 August 2004 


A review of the above-captioned application reveals that the "Request for 
Reconsideration of Earlier Filed Petition Under 37 CFR 1.137(b)" purportedly filed 13 
August 2004 was not located in the file. 

MPEP § 503 lists procedures to ensure receipt of any paper filed in the USPTO. A 
postcard receipt which itemizes and properly identifies the papers which are being filed 
serves as prima facie evidence of receipt in the USPTO of all the items listed thereon 
on the date stamped thereon by the USPTO. 

In this case, applicants provided a copy of the date-stamped filing receipt for the 
documents submitted 13 August 2004. The postcard receipt records that a "Request 
for Reconsideration of Earlier Filed Petition Under 37 CFR 1.137(b)" was received in 
the USPTO.
